WAS A CIVIL WAR SURVIVOR 


Served Throughout the Rebellion to

Isaac Clay Shaw, 70 years old a 


Civil War veteran and a resident oC 
Connellsvllle virtually all his life, died 
this morning at the family residence 
in Crawford avenue. About six months 
ago Mr. Shaw who was at that time 
mail messenger was thrown from his 
wagon on North Pittsburg street, suf- 
fering injuries from which*he never 
fully recovered.
